A resolution submitted earlier by 
Ralph Pedersen, education representa- 
tive, and revised by Phil Isenberg, so- 
cial science representative, was passed 
by the Board ealling for **immediate 
repnoval’’ of the loyalty oath and affi 
davit provisions.

The Board, after the past several 
weeks of NDEA discussion, should now 
realize the power vested in them by the 
ASSSC; that of making decisions.

EDITOR'S NOTE: The following editorial is 
reprinted from The Daily Californian, Novem- 
ber 25, 1958, concerning the NDEA loans and 
loya/ty oaths. 

At the risk of being branded a black reac- 
tionary, we do not feel the University showid 
follow the example of those schools which have 
withdrawn from the National Education Defense 
act loan pregram because of objection to the 


loyalty oath provision. e 


A hundred and nine students benefited from 
the program last year. These students might 
not have been able to come to school without 
the funds provided under the program. None af 
them refused to sign the oath. 

Of course, we realize some qualified students 
may simply not apply for the funds because they 
are opposed to the loyalty oath. But we note 
the University has had no trouble getting rid of 
the funds allotted it under the NDEA. 

In this connection, it should be realized the 
University is merely acting as a transfer belt 
for the funds from the Federal government to

don't object to the conditions attached to them. 
Im the same way, the University administers 
many grants and scholarships open to students 
who fulfill certain conditions. 

Perhaps conditions are different at Harvard 
and Yale; perhaps their students are too rich 
to need loans, or perhaps they have sufficient 
joan funds en hand for their students. (We in- 
cline to the latter conclusion — we note that last 
year, when Harvard did accept the funds under 
the NDEA act, it made available equal amounts 
te students. otherwise qualified, who wouldn't 
sign the oath.) 

The University may dislike the oath require- 
ment. But why burn the hous« down because you 
object to the garage? 

And anyway — we think students should de 
cide for themselves whether they want the 
money badly enough to sign the oath. The Uni- 
versity is NOT the keeper of the students’ con- 
sciences.
